Constantinople, April 22.—The Young 
Turks have won another victory over 
Sultan Abdul Hamid, but whether the 
fultan wii! remain as sovereign of the 
empire is vet to be decided, although 
he has offered to place the affairs of 
the government entirely in the hands 
of the ministers responsible to parlia- 
ment. 

Tewfik Pasha, the grand vizier, today 
arranged a compromise with certain 
influential constitutionalists, and this 
Was approved by the sultan personally, 
but deubt extsts whether this agree- 
ment will be accepted by the majority 
of the committee of union and progress, 
or by enough of the military group to 
carry it into effect. 

In addition to promising to withdraw 
‘himee!f from administrative activities. 
the sultan agrees to a change in the 
personne! of the troops guarding the 
Palace, and the replacing of the Con- 
stantinople garrison by troops from the 
corps which has practically been in- 
vesting the city for four days. 

Fate of Sultan Being Decided. 

The chamber of deputies and some of 
the senators met today at San Stefano 
and are now discussing the question of 
the deposition of the sultan. The war-

Taft’s Bhit for the South. 

Mr. Bailey asserted that any attack 
On the northern or any other democrat 
from a s@gnator of high standing of 
the senator from Rhode Island, at a 
time when the administration was en- 
deavoring to win the south and bring 
it into the ranks of republicanism, was 
ill-timed. 

“I have heard it said,” added Mr. 
Bailey, “that the present. administration 
aims as one of its chief accomplish- 
ments to disrupt the solid south, and it 
is endeavoring to accomplish that 
result by flattering the weak men 
among us in the south by conceding to 
them an invitation to dine at the white 
house or by giving them a portion of 
the patronage of the country.

Mullen bill providing for the submis- 
sion of the question of state-wide pro- 
hibition passed the senate on final read- 
ing thig afternoon by a vote of 24 to 
7, amid scenes of ‘wildest confusion. 


Wingfield Jones, all of Atlanta, a 
Alexander Chambliss, of Chattanooga, 
were named as the new board of direc- 
tors for the corporation, after which 
Mr. Boissevain was elected president 
and Mr. Little vice president. 

Following this meeting, it was an- 
nounced that $250,000 would be spent 
immediately ‘in. improving -the property 
in Bartow, Cherokee and Polk coun- 
ties, refurnishing them with the new- 
est and most fmproved machinery and 
fitting them out thoroughly for work. 
all of which improvements are to be 
completed By September !. 

Assurance of Prosperity. 

This reorganization and the definite 
announcement of the improvement 
Pians came as the latest assurancégof 
the return of prosperity and renewed 
development in the south. 

These facts became known when At- 
torney W. W. Miller, of the well-known 
law firm of Hornblower, Miller & Pot- 
ter, counsel for the Southern Iron and 
Stee] Company, arrived in the city em- 
powered to represent the reorganiza- 
tion committee, which, on April 12, 1909, 
bought at a bankrupt sale the Southern 
Steel’ Company assets, for which 
$5,111,000 was paid. This company 
owned the».Georgia Steel Company, 
which, In future, is to be owned by the 
parent organization, but it is to be op- 
e.ated and managed as an independent 
corporation.

Dolliver Exposes Tariff “Jokers.” :

He declared that 
not only were the duties imposed by the 
Payne-Aldrich bill too high, but that 
they were so worded as to result in 
large increases of rates without definite 
indication of such increases in the 
schedules. He said he proposed to have 
a full explanation of the schedule and 
to give other senators an opportunity te 
vote to lower some of the rates.

I undertake to 
say that for two years this schedule has 
been a bad advertisement for the repub- 
lican party.

The trip will not be & 
pleasant one, for a blinding snow storm 
is prevailing today, and the 25-mile ride 
must be made over the mountaing, 
through heavy snow drifts. Mr. Patten 
appeared very tired and extremely ner- 
yous, and he was not in the best of tem. 
‘per when approached by a reporter. 

“None of your business,” was his re- 
ply to a question as to his mission in 
Trinidad. “I’ve been hounded to death 
by reporters for weeks.” 

Asked concerning the report that he 
had experts gathering deta on July 
wheat throughout the west, Mr. Patten. 
refused to make answer. Tt is understood 
Mr. Patten will spend some time at 
the Bartlett ranch, and as it is remote 
from telegraphic and railroad commu- 
nication, his desire for rest and relaxa-

NO FULL POUND LOAVES 
SOLD BY NEW YORK BAKERS 

New York, April 22.—Although bakers 
in New ‘York and vicinity have taken no 
concerted action, either to raise the 
price of bread or to reduce the size of 
loaves, a canvass of scores of bakeries 
in this city reveals the fact that the 
full pound loaf is a myth. In all but 
three cases the loaves weigh short, in 
s0me cases having been reduced as much 
as three ounces. 

At a casual glance, however, the ]oaves 
appear large as before the recent rise 
in wheat prices, but examination shows 
that tricks have been resorted to to give 
this appearance. More yeast is added 
to the dough, causing the bread to rise 
more and producing more air, thus cre- 
ating an apparently full pound loaf. 
The large wholesale bakers admitted 
today that they had been cutting down 
the weight on their loaves, seeing they 
were compelled to do so by the high 
price of wheat.

They Say They Don’t Care for 
His Opinions on 
Suffrage. 


SUFFRAGETTES LAUGH 


New York, April 22.—The announce- 
ment from Rome that Pope Pius is op- 
posed to women in politics created 
much interest among the partisans to 
both sides of the suffrage movement 
here. Miss Mary G. Hay, a leading suf- 
fragette, declared that nothing the pope 
could say would hinder women from 
fighting: for what they believed to be 
right. Frederick Nathan, whose wife 
is one of the leading club women of 
the country, took a similar view. On 
the other hand, Gilbert Jones, a lead- 
ing anti-suffragette, applauded the 
pope for the stand he had taken. 

Father Wynne, editor of The Mes- 
senger, a Catholic publication, is of the 
opinion that his holiness did not mean 
that women should not enjoy equal 
rights with men, but that they should 
not. permit their political activities to 
interfere with the primary duties of 
the home. He said that, as Catholic 
women recognize this, the suffrage 
movement had never been very popular 
with them. 

Rome, April 22.—The pope, addressing 
the Union of Italian Catholic Women 
yesterday, showed. strong, opposition. to 
some of their ambitions. 

‘Those who wish. to make woman the 
equal of man in all things,’ said his 
holiness, “and give her the same rights, 
are assuredly in error.

Brutality Almost Incredi- 
ble by Agents of Czar. 


Gallows in View of Everybody 
and Men/ Executed Daily. 
One ‘Prisoner Was Executed 
While Unconscious. 


St. Petersburg, April 22.—The duma 
is considering the interpellation of the 
social democrats on the methods of ad- 
ministering the death penalty at Sebas- 
.topol. The interpellation .is based on a 
letter written by M. Comtatidze, one 
of the deputies of thé@ second duma, 
who states that he has... witnessed 
seventy executions since his committal 
to prison in May, 1908. Only a few of 
those executed were political prisoners. 
The Comtatidze letter. relates that the 
gallows are erected in the view of 
everybody, close to the prison hospital. 
Those condemned to death, who at pres- 
ent number !/8>await their turn daily 
and nightly for months. The uncer- 
tainty bas driven the majority of them 
to madness. The steps of wardens in 
the corridors at night: produce intense 
agitation and cries of distress. Soldiers 
come with pillows to stifle the cries of 
the victims. The chains are stricken 
off and their hands and. feet bound. 
Noisy ones are beaten and tortured into 
insensibility. Then they are carried to 
the place of execution. Often they are

The hangman, when 
with his work, hives,among the patients 
in the hospital. Among the cases re- 
lated by M. Comtatidze may be singled 
out«that of one prisoner who -was- ex- 
ecuted while in an unconscious state, 
and suffering from typhoid fever. M. 
Contatidze is suffering from tubercu- 
losis, and is not expected to survive his

“Compared with these the few mat- 
ters that are talked about are utterly 
insignificant. The principal things 
most talked over were lumber and 
hides, which, when taxed, yield a very 
inconsiderable revenue and, when free, 
make a difference in price to the con- 
sumer very small as compared to the 
amount of talk about them. 

“The tax on hides yields but little 
revenue, and couldn’t mean but a few 
cents in the cost of a pair of shoes, 
and the consumer would not receive 
he benefit of that. It would look 
more honest if those demanding free 
hides would also concede free leather 
and free shoes, for it is conceded that 
the United States can compete with 
the world on shoes. 


The duty on lumber. of. course, af- 
fects the price to some extent near 
the coast, but in the interior it is 
largely removed from consideration by 
rajlroad freights. I don’t know what 
the proper revenue rate would be on 
lumber. Experts estimate that the 
Dingley rates produced the highest 
possfble amount of revenue. 


Voted for Free Lumber. 


“For one, I was willing to forego the 
revenue on lumber. in hope of protect~ 
ing the foreagts and regulating the 
streams, gnd because free lumber was 
demanded in the platform of mv party. 
T so declared in a speech and voted 
four times for free lumber. every time 
I had an opportunity. twice in com- 
mittee of the whole and twice on roll 
call in the house. There {s no use 
for anvbody who feels any interest in 
the subject to labor under any mis- 
take about that. The Record of thea

“There was a mongrel ore split 
amendment, offered by Mr. Tawney, 
fashioned after the iniquitous doctrine 
of New England. to put raw lumber on 
the free list and put a duty on dressed 
lumber.”

On Petition of Coopers 
for New Trial. 


Arguments by Both Sides Con- 
cluded Yesterday—Fitzhugh 
Contends Robin Cooper Is 
Guilty by Father’s Intent. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 22.—The second 
day of arguments in the motion for a 
new trial for Duncan B. and Robin J. 
Cooper, convicted of the murder of 
former United States SeRator E. W. 
Carmack ard Sentenced to serve twenty 
years in prison, Began today. Captain 
Fitzhugh, for the state, was the next 
speaker. 

“The defense,” he said, “has assign- 
ed forty-seven reasons for a new trial. 
If they had found one good reason for 
a new trial they never would have 
given these forty-seven varieties. We 
are not going to review the case in de- 
tail. We feel that the evidence abund- 
antly justifies the verdict. 

“There is a new ‘feature injected now, 
which did not appear in the case when 
on trial. Robin, they say now, acted 
in his own defense, self-defense. But 
on the stand, your honor, Robin swore 
that he was out in the street when Car- 
mack drew his gun and pointed it at 
his father, Duncan B. Cooper. He swore 
himself he was out of danger and that 
he ran into the danger zone to protect 
his father. How, in the name of jus- 
tice, then, can he plead self-defense 
when no one was bothering him? 

“This shows plainly, your honor, that 
the crux of the case is Colonel Duncan 
B. Cooper's intention. He simply took 
Robin along, and Robin is bound by 
his father’s intent and acts.”

prisoner from the jail here. While both 
affairs were frustrated, their success- 
ful conclusion seems to have been avert- 
ed by the narrowest margin. 

Late this afternoon it was learned 
that early yesterday morning Boyle sud- 
denly became ill. He was found lying 
on the floor of his cell in convulsions. 
Doctors worked until late last night, 
when his condition improve&. Excepting 
that his iliness was such as would have 
resulted from some powerful drug, noth- 
nig can be learned. 

A few minutes after last midnight an 
attempt to liberate Boyle failed, on ac- 
count of the prisonér’s illness. At that 
hour guards found a 20-foot ladder in 
position at a window in Boyle's cell. 
The supposition is that the men who 
were to free Boyle climbed this ladder 
and then found his cell empty, the pris- 
oner being in the jail hospital because 
of iliness.

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WEST SIDE IMPROVEMENT CLUB. 


Citizens of the West Side have hit upon the right idea—organization.- 
Not only that, but what makes it better’still is that it is organization 


p|with fixed, definite and tangible purpose. 


The West Side of Atlanta wants not only general improvement, but it 
seeks and means to have certain specific things done in the direction of 
municipal and community : progress. 

It wants not only better streets, but Improvements made upon this and 
that particular street; not only new schoolhouses, but two new schoolhouses 
properly located to take the place of the antiquated and wornout Walker 
Street school; not parks in general, but a park for which it points out the 
site, and with it a branch library. 

These are some of the specific objects to secure which the West Side 
Improvement Club has been organized and toward which it will direct its 
efforts. . 

Gradually some of these improvements might come without organization, 
but at best it would be a slow and doubtful process. 

There is nothing like hammering, unremitting and persistent, to hurry 
things along, and that is what the West Side citizens have organized for. 

There is not one of the announced objects toward which the West Side 
Improvement Club will direct its energies but will be recognized generally 
as a valuable and much-needed step in the direction of municipal progress. 

Those things the club is asking are such as will receive the indorse- 
ment of practically every Atlantan who is familiar with the conditions. 

But in. the doing of essential things municipal government frequently 
needs a spur to its energies; otherwise they are liable to suffer delay 
through official procrastination. : 

At the outset of its organization the West Side Improvement Club has 
wisely given its indorsement to the proposed Atlanta bond issue, which con- 
templates extensive municipal improvements that will materially advantage 
every section of the city. 

Through the bond issue the West Side will get some, at least, of the 
important improvements it is. seeking. Its united support of that movement 
is, therefore, a matter of self-interest as well as of pride in the progress and 
upbuilding of the entire city. 

And there are other things which must come through the usual channels, 
the expenses being met through the proceeds of taxation. 

Through determined organization, strengthened by harmony of purpose, 
it cannot be doubted that; sooner or later, the West Side will get what it 
wants and ought to have; and it will come much more surely and speedily 
than had it been left solely to good intentions built upon a foundation of 
inactivity. : 

The energy and enterprise of West Side citizens will have a more far- 
reaching effect than that of securing the specific improvements they are 
seeking. 

The spirit of enthusiasm which has been aroused will spread like leaven 
to other sections, and a general awakening, which will result in municipal 
progress and growth the like of which Atlanta has not known before, will 
speedily follow. ; 

In helping itself, therefore, the West Side Improvement Club wil] not 
only secure what it seeks, but indirectly bring advantage and advancement 
to all Atlanta. ) ;

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MAKING AN UNENVIABLE RECORD. 


Again referring to press dispatches published broadcast over the United 
States, it is in order to ask, What is the matter with Birmingham? 

Some months ago indignant reply was made by one or two residents of 
that city to The Constitution’s editorial reference to the fact, carried in the 
press dispatches, that in and around Birmingham there had been an average 
of one homicide a day for a period of a month. 

Now we are informed by dispatches sent from Birmingham that during 
the first twenty days of April there have been in Jefferson county, Alabama, 
of which Birmingham is the seat and center, a total of thirty-four homicides. 
an average of about three in two days, or, should the record be maintained, 
of fifty-one for the month. 

The dispatch itself carries the statement that this “is believed to be the 
highest record ever attained in the county.” 

Thirty-four homicides in twenty days cannot, certainly, be considered 
an enviable record for any city or county. 

And it must be borne in mind that this is not the first time, within a 
period of about. six months, that wide public attention has been called to the 
excessive record of violent deaths occurring in that community. 

It is impossible to escape the conclusion that there is something rad- 
ically wrong in any community where a person is violently done to death 
once every fifteen hours. 

It is difficult to see how the error can be in the law itself; the trouble 
must be somewhere in the various processes of the administration of it. 

It is not sought to create the impression that Jefferson county or Bir- 
mingham have any monopoly in the matter of homicide; there are commu- 
nities enough in which there is an excess of it, but a record such as this is, 
unquestionably, a rare one. 

There are few, if any, more energetic and enterprising communities 
in the south than Birmingham; the whole south is proud of the progress 
that city has made. 

But that pride cannot extend to a record which sounds more like a story 
of the western border days than of modern and law-abiding civilization. P 

The good people of Birmingham and Jefferson county owe it not alone 
to their own community, but to their state and section, to take vigorous hold 
upon this situation and to suppress both the crime and the tendency to it.

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THE FARMER AND THE POLITICAL TEST-TUBE. 


Vividly indicative of an awakening among the farmers, that constitute 
60 per cent of the American population, is the following extract from a 
recent interview with Charles S. Barrett, president of the Farmers’ Union: 


This much is certain: The American farmer, particularly the south- 
ern farmer, is alert and watchful as never before in the history of the 
United States. He is learning how to disassociate political promises 
from actual performances, and to visit the penalty for lack of fulfill- 
ment where it belongs. 


When the process that Mr. Barrett now outlines as in the making be- 
comes of definite and universal effect, we will see an end of the disastrous 
and obstructing demagogue. 

Charlatanism in politics, and all that means of political success built 
upon the hope deferred of substantial interests, depends wholly upon decep- 
tion, with a ground-work of ignorance and prejudice. 

So that when the farmer, traditionally the prey of the demagogua be- 
gins to place each aspiring politician in a rigid test-tube as to sincerity and 
ability, we will have fewer officeholders and more ‘statesmen. 

The trend Mr. Barrett refers to is gratifying and significant. It means 
that the people of this country are taking a more perceptive and intelligent 
interest in the matter of voting; and as long as that holds true, we need 
harbor no misgivings as to the integrity and the future of democratic insti- 
tutions.

The New York Globe and other eastern and southern: papers deplore 
the recent lynching in Ada, Okla., of four white mén of relative prominence 
by natives who doubted the good faith of the law in dealing with these men, 
wonfronted by. a charge of aSsassination. 

This regret will be shared by all thoughtful Americans, and probebly 
in no quarter with greater sincerity than among the substantial] citizens of 
the community thus afflicted. | 

Yet, there is also another phase to the matter, that needs to be consid- 
ered, if the people generally would apply an effective remedy. 

Had the people of Ada, Okla., been convinced, from past experience, that 
the alleged crime of these men would be punished sufficiently and without 
causeless and quibbling delay, there is small likelihood they would have in- 
voked mob violence instead of orderly legal procedure. — 

Their action sprung not so much from inherent lawlessness as from 
desperation, rising in a deep-seated belief that these reputed criminals, be- 
‘Ing men of comparative wealth, would be able, ultimately, to cheat justice 
by wearing out courts or resorting to the often iniquitous technicality. . 

Such reasuning is not, of course, a palliation for mob violence. But it 
goes largely to explain the fact that prominent men sometimes gain their 
own consent to be guilty thereof. 2 

Until the law proves itself adequate to discharge justice impartially be- 
tween high and low, and to mete out its decisions unhampered by irrelevant 
technicalities, we need not be s at the sporadic uprising of a con-

Washington, April 22.—(Special)—Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Thomas. G.

Mr. sasudson was particularly inter- 
ested to learn of the recent return of 
Professor N. E. Hansen, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture,- with a supply of 
new varieties of alfalfa and clover. He 
believes that in the near future alfalfa 
will be much more generally cultivated 
in Georgia and the south than it is to- 
day. as the farmers turn their attention 
more and more to cattle raising. Mr.

Professor Hansen is an agricultu 
explorer and horticulturist. He has 
been absent for the past eight months 
on a tour through Russia, Siberia, cen- 
tral Asia and northern Africa in search 
of forage crops that would do well in 
this climate. He brings back moré than 
three hundred samples of seeds and’ 
Plants, which the department of agzri- 
culture will use in -experiment work. 

Experiments to determine the best 
varieties of alfalfa and clover are of 
ereat importance to those states which 
are largely engaged in cattle raising. 
These two forage crops are the foun- 
dation on which the great meat indus- 
try abroad is built up, and on which 
the beef and mutton raisers must ulti- 
mately rely in this country.

He believes*that it ig absolutely 
impossible to thoroughly enforce prop- 
er sanitary laws through local health 
officers. He thinks that the subject is 
big enough and important enough for 
the various branches of the work to be 
Systematized and directed from a cen- 
tral bureau in Washington. 

Dr. Bulloch was formerly a physician 
in the Indian service, and later was 
connected with the marine hospital 
service. He has in years past been sta- 
tioned in Georgia and Florida, and has 
made a careful study of contagious and 
infectious diseases among the Indians 
and the negroes, and believes that the 
health of .the public is seriously 
menaced, and will be needlessly sacri- 
ficed unless steps are promptly taken 
to curd these evils.

Bulloch family of Georgia, of which

The “Forged”’ Speech. | 


Editor Constitution: In his effort to 
show that the withdrawal of Georgia 
from the union “was wholly and ab- 
solutely without the slightest justifica- 
tion,”’ Dr. Lee, in his sermon in Trin- 
ity church, on Baster Sunday, quotes 
at great length a speech alleged to 
have been delivered by Alexander H. 
Stephens, in the secession convention 
of 1861. 

Discovering that Mr. Stephens never 
made any such speech, he endeavored to 
extricate himself from the awkward po- 
sition ‘in which he was placed by say- 
ing that the speech which he did 
make “‘would have served his purpose 
just as well,” which can only mean that 
the real and forged speeches were 
practically the same. Though dead, Mr. 
Stephens can yet speak for himeelf as 
to that matter, and this he does in his 
“Reviewers Reviewed,” pages  i80-187. 
In a letter dated October 28, 1870, to 
the editor of The Sunday Morning 
Chronicle, in which the very speech 
that Dr. Lee quotes had appeared, he 


say6é: 
‘Tt ig due to you and your leaders, 
as well as myself, that I should make 
it dietinctly and specially known to you 
and to them as Ilhereby do, that I never 
made any such speech as that quoted 
by you, either in that convention or 
anywhere else. It is forgery or gross 
fabrication from beginning to end. . 
This speech, so attribut to me, was 
most flagitiously gotten up and wick- 
edly circulated by the perpetrators of 
the fraud, throughout the northern 
states as a republican campaign doc- 
ument in 1864. ; It is upon just 
such unreliable data and false dicta 
that all those so-called histories have 
been compiled, which attempt to 
justify the subjugation of the southern 
states by the northern states. When 
you yourself are better informed, per- 
haps you may see the propriety of 
modifying your expression about south- 
ern leaders.”’

WITH GOVERNOR’ MAY AD MOORES 


McLendon Seems to Op- 
pose Rate Reduction. 


Governor Wants Port Rates on 
Cotton Reduced 5 Cents Per 
100 Pounds—Chairman Says 
Georgia Is Better Off Than 
Other Cotton States. 


All indications point to the fact that 
Chairman S. G. McLendon, of the rail- 
road commission, and Governor Smith 
will lock horns on the proposal to re- 
duce the rate on cotton from interior 
points to the Georgia ports, 5 cents per 
100 pounds. 

Chairman McLendon does not exactly 
Say that he proposes to vote against 
the reduction which the railroad com- 
Mission has been officially asked by 
Governor Smith to make, but he has 
Prepared a statement relative to the 
subject, which he has placed in the 
hands of each member of the commis- 
sion, and has also sent a copy to the 
governor accompanying his letter 
acknowledging receipt of the govern- 
or’s official request. 

This statement the chairman will not 
at present make public, but it is well 
understood -to be an argument against 
the reduction which the governor has 
asked. 

Presents Some Comparisons. 

Chairman McLendon, after eliminating 
from consideration North and South 
Carolina, which manufacture most of 
their cotton, Louisiana, which has the 
‘Mississippi river, and Mississippi, which 
has but one port fed by a railroad that 
is trying to build it up, drawe some 
interesting comparisons between’ the 
port rates on cotton in Alabama and 
Texas and those .existing in Georgia. 

These figures, Chairman McLendon 
presents for the purpose of showing 
that, in the matter of port rates on 
cotton, from interior points to the 
ports, Georgia is better off than either 
one of the other two states mentioned. 
Chairman McLendon proceeds to show 
that Georgia now has lower rates on 
cotton to the ports than Texas and 
Alabama, and says, in some _ instances, 
the Georgia rates are lower than those 
established by the commission. 

Draws No Conclusion. 

Chairman McLendon states that he 
presents these facts for the considera- 
tion of the members of the commission 
without drawing any conclusion of his 
own at this time. 

The chairman states that he began 
an investigation of port rates on cotton 
and other commodities long before the 
governor's letter, written in February, 
was received by the commission. 

Chairman McLendon also deals with 
the idle freight car situation, with a 
view to showing that there exists at 
this time a depression in railroad cir- 
cles, a depression, which he _ says, 


would be increased by any further re- 


ductions in rates.

provised defenses erected by the Ar- 
menians. 

The Armenians, however, are well

British, 
French and German vessels of war have 
arrived at Mersina. 

A dispatch from Antioch, dated April 
19, via Aleppo, April 20, and -received 
here today, says that when the message 
was filed murder and plundering in the 
city were still going on. 

Martial Law Declared. 

Another message has been received 
from Tarsus. It is dated April 20, and 
was sent by courier to Mersina. It sets 
forth that the missionaries at Tarsus, 
which were giving -shelter to 3,000 
refugees, were well protected. Martial 
law had been declared and the asitua- 
tion was showing some improvement. 
Five hundred houses had been burned in 
the Armenian quarter of the city where 
fifty persons had been killed. Others 
had been killed in the surrounding vil- 
lages. 

Aleppo, under today’s date, reports the 
situation of all Americans there to be 
dangerous. No mention is made of any- 
one being injured. There is great in- 
security, even in Aleppo, owing to the 
arrival in the city of the bands of fero- 
cious tribesmen. Collective consular 
representations have been made to the 
governor genera! of the district, urging 
him to relieve the situation in the ter- 
rorized territory. The governor general 
promised to do all in his power, but he 
admitted that he was not able to ac- 
complish much, as there were only 400 
soldiers in the city. 

Religious War Feared. 

Grave news was received here this 
morning from Erzerum, the principal 
town of Turkish Armenia. The trans- 
ports of delight of the people at the 
prociamation of the constitutional gov- 
ernment are now being supplanted by a 
movement in favor of the Sheri laws 
and the sultan, which, it is feared, may 
lead to a conflict between Christians 
and Moslems. 

The wave of fanaticism which origt- 
mated at Adana some ten days ago ap- 
parentiy is spreading generally through- 
out the eastern provinces. The Chris- 
tian villages in the vilayets of Aleppo 
and Sivias have been attacked by Kurds, 
Circassians and Nomads, and the in- 
habditante are imploring the porte to 
eend troops for their protection. 

The massacres are being carried out 
with the greatest violence. Neither 
women nor children are spared. The 
motto of the Moslem is “no twig of the 
aceursed race shal] be suffered to live.”

DEPOSITION OF THE SULTAN 
DEBATED BY THE CONGRESS 


San Stefano, April 22.—The news of 
the peaceful arrangements between the 
sultan and the leaders of the constitu- 
tionalists spread quickly this evening, 
delighting the crowds of suburban res- 
idents who gathered around the yacht- 
ing club, where the deputies were hold- 
ing a meeting, and at brigade head- 
quarters. ’ 

About a score of senators and 120 
deputies met and discussed at length 
two resolutions, the first providing for 
the deposition of the sultan, and the 
second declaring the advance of the 
army of investment legal, and those 
who attempted to resist it rebels. 

After two hours’ discussion, a procla- 
mation was issued that the two houses, 
sitting as a national assembly, concur 
in the proclamations issued by the army 
of investment; that the advance of the 
army conforms with the aspirations of 
the nation, and that anyone opposing 
the advance shall be severely punished. 

The sitting was then resumed in the 
most absolute secrecy. Strangers were 
driven back even from the vicinity of 
the club while the discussion of the 
first motion was proceeded with. 

Marshal Ghazi Mukhtar was address- 
ing the assembly in opposition to the 
deposition of the sultan when the bat- 
tleship Messudieh, escorting the im- 

ial yacht Thalia, and accompanied 
CF three other warships, anchored in 
front of the yacht club. A deputation 
janded and declared that the ships 
were at the disposal of parliament. 
Some uneasiness was caused by the 
absence of the battleship Hamnidieh, but

CASTRO THWARTED 
BY UNITED STATES 


Ex-Dictator Intended to Land 
in Mexico and Organize 
an Expedition. 


* Mexico City, April 22.—According to 
a story which reached this city today 
from Progreso, a port On the Yucatan 
coast, Cipriano Castro, former president 
of Venezuela, intended to make a land- 
ing somewhere On the Mexican or Cen- 
tral American coast and organize an 
expedition for ascent on one of the 
smaller ports of Venezuela.

Resolutions Adopted by 
Newspaper Publishers. 


Publishers Call for Reduction 
of Tariff on Print Paper and 
for Free Wood Pulp—News.- 
papers Victims of the Trust 
for Years. 


the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association held today the following 
minutes were adopted: 

“The American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, at its annual meeting 
in New York today, with the largest 
attendance in the history of the organ- 
ization, comprising representatives of 
290 daily newspapers, instructs its sec- 
retary to telegraph and write immedi- 
ately to each United States senator, ad- 
vising him that the association, by a 
rising vote, earnestly urges the con- 
firmation by the senate of the action 
of the house of representatives in the 
matter of pulp and print -paper. 

Thorough Investigation. 

“The investigation made by the select 
committee of the house of represent- 
atives, covering a period of ten months, 
and surpassing in thoroughness any 
trade inquiry ever attempted in tariff 
history, has shown that American paper 
mills actually make paper cheaper than 
the most modern Canadian mills, and 
therefore any import duty upon print 
paper is in the nature of a concession 
to the American mills. We are in- 
formed that the paper manufacturers 
are trying to induce the senate to raise 
the rate of duty fixed by the Payne bill. 
The success of such an effort would 
prevent the possibility of‘an arrange- 
ment with Canada, which arrangement 
the select committee deemed of utmost 
importance in order that we might con- 
tinue to obtain from that country the 
considerable supply of pulp wood now 
used by American ‘mills in news print 
paper manufacture. 

“The well matured and unanimous 
recommendations of the select commit- 
tee, composed of representatives of both 
pdlitical parties, have safeguarded the 
interests of the paper makers and con- 
sumers against the possibility of hos- 
tile action by Canada. 

‘We protest against any procedure 
which will ignore the work and re- 
sults of the house committee’s investiga- 
tton and which, by invoking a trade 
War and stopping the exportation of 
Pulp wood from Canada, may bring 
great loss to American newspapers and 
destruction to American forests. 

Newspapers Are Victims. 

“For a period of years the American 
newspapers have been the victims of 
Paper combinations, mergers, corners, 
discriminations and secrecy itn paper 
quotations. The failpre of paper 
makers to employ technical skill in the 
operation of their plants has increased 
the burdens of consumers. We want to 
put an end to these abuses by broaden- 
ing the market, and by stopping 
schemes such as that planned in the 
creation of the International Paper 
Company, which aimed to destroy com- 
petition and to give value to a collec- 
tion of antiquated mills by bringing 
them under one control with 7,000 
square miles of timber land and unde- 
veloped waters to the extent of 194,000- 
horse power, We object to these gigan- 
tic speculations at Our expense. 

‘Every obligation which the paper 
maker owed to the government as @ 
tariff beneficiary has been violated. 
Newspapers have been forced to bear 
the burden of frequent fluctuations and 
artificial stimulations of paper prices. 
The publishers «sk fair treatment.” 

Select Committee Thanked. 

The following was also adopted: 

“Resolved, That the thanks of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation are due to the select committee 
appointed by the house of representa- 
tives, at the instance of Speaker Can- 
non, to invstigate the paper and pulp 
industry. We acknowledge our obli- 
gation to the chairman, Hon, James R. 
Mann, and to members of the commit- 
tee for the diligence, thoroughness and 
fairness of their inquiry, covering a pe 
riod of ten months. Their work has 
been of educational value to paper 
maker and paper user. 

“Resolved, That a copy of the above 
resolution be forwarded to the secre- 
tary to Speaker Cannon and to the 
members of the select committee.”

AND KILLED HIMSELF 


Summers Murdered Wife and 
Wounded Daughter and 
Mother-in-Law. 


Chicago, April 22.—Harrv L. Sum- 
mers, a nickel plater, today shot and 
killed his wife, Henrietta, snot and e- 
riously wounded his 1!0-year-old daugh- 
ter Gladys, and his mother-in-law.

One shot remained in the pis- 
tol and with this Summers ended his 
life just as the policeman burst. into 
the room.
